Can a New Policy 
Win for British Labor? 


Britain’s Labor Government now is 
waking up to the fact that it virtually lost 
the last election because the great middle 
class, which normally is middle of the 
road politically, had lost confidence in it. 
What saved Labor from outright defeat 
was the presence of the Liberal Party 
which attracted those who otherwise 
would have voted the Conservative ticket. 

To meet that condition, Labor now is 
going moderate. The new platform will 
not stress nationalization. There will be 
no new and costly social schemes. Na- 
tionalization of steel probably will pro- 
ceed but chiefly because the Labor Party 
already is committed to it and to do other- 
wise would be an ignominious retreat. 

Modification of Labor’s goals is a dis- 
tinct triumph for Prime Minister Attlee 
and Herbert Morrison, Government leader 
in Commons. It is a defeat for the Party's 
left-wing headed by Health Minister 
Aneurin Bevan, whose socialized medicine 
cost twice as much as was estimated and 
saw the general level of health in Britain 
decline in its first full year of operation. 

Even with its renovated program, La- 
bor is going to have a lot of explaining to 
do when the next election, almost certain 
in the next few months, comes around. 
For one thing, Britain, with stringent con- 
trols over practically every phase of life, 
has failed to recover as fast as have the 
free enterprise countries, comparatively 
speaking, of France, The Netherlands and 
Belgium. Rationing of food items has con- 
tinued even though food is plentiful sim- 
ply because the government, now spend- 
ing about $2,000,000,000 a year on food sub- 
sidies, cannot afford to spend the addi- 
tional sums that would be necessary if 
the public bought all it could eat. This 
paradox of hunger in the midst of plenty 


knows the relationship of the banking 
system to the nation’s over-all econ- 
omy. Long a member of the Birmingham 
Board, he knows the needs of the South. 
He accepts at a personal sacrifice. He was 
prevailed upon to take the position only 
after long insistence by his friends, who 
persuaded him it was his duty to turn over 
his businesses to assistants and take the 
position offered. This began long ago, 
and one of the Washington news agency 
reports that recent politics were involved 
was not merely a complete error but a 
gratuitous and completely unworthy dis- 
paragement of one of the few honestly 
motivated public service decisions of our 
time. The Atlanta Constitution salutes 
him for a patriotic act and congratulates 
the Federal Reserve Board and the bank- 
ing system on his selection. 


is only one of the contradictions brought 
on by the Labor Government’s eagerness 
for a completely controlled economy. 

The Labor Party is learning the public, 
and especially the middle classes, which in 
Britain and America swing the balance of 
power in elections, will tolerate extreme 
measures under emergency conditions. But 
in the long run a moderately progressive 
policy, neither far left nor far right, is 
the one that wins approval. That also has 
been demonstrated in this country in re- 
cent primaries in Florida, Pennsylvania 
and Washington State. 

Whether the Labor Party can regain 
the confidence of the middle-class voters 
with its new policy remains a question.

Back in the depression Wesleyan found 
it could not pay off in full $1,000,000 in 
bonds. Bondholders agreed to take 50 
cents on the dollar, and a settlement was 
made. Wesleyan thus was relieved of all 
legal obligations. But Wesleyan would 
not allow legal discharge of the debt to 
screen what it regarded as a moral obliga- 
tion. 

This week Wesleyan, having paid the 
last penny of the full amount to bond- 
holders, burned the bonds in a public cere- 
mony. |

GOP Cries 
‘Rubber Stamp’ 


WASHINGTON—Based upon President Tru- 
man’s attack on “obstructionists” during his re- 
cent cross-country speaking tour, the Republicans 
are now out to add another issue to their cry 

against “Socialism” raised earlier in the campaign. It is the 
issue of a “rubber-stamp” Congress. 

Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, head of the GOP policy com- 
mittee of the Senate and a leading contender for the party 
Presidential nomination in 1952, has been harping heavily ‘on the 
rubber-stamp theme ever since the President cut loose with his 
attack on Congressional obstructionists in his Chicago speech. 

National Republican Chairman Guy Gabrielson has been doing 
the same thing. He is beating the bushes with the charge that 
the President has asked the voters to give him a rubber-stamp 
Congress which will approve his program of Socialism. He is 
proclaiming confidence that the voters this Fall, if told the truth, 
will elect a Republican Congress that will keep the people free and 
reject the Truman program. 


More to Come From the way the Republicans have 

jumped on the President’s remarks we 
may expect to hear much more of the rubber-stamp idea before 
the campaign gets far advanced. 

Of course, Mr. Truman did not mean it in the sense that his 
remarks are being twisted around. The best illustration of that 
is the situation with respect to Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois, the 
Majority Leader of the Upper Chamber and the man on whom the 
President most relies for putting his program through the Senate. 
Lucas is openly opposed to the Brannan plan, which has been 
put forward by the Administration as its solution to the farm 
problem. He faces a bitter fight for re-election. The President 
is wholeheartedly supporting him. 

Being against the Brannan plan makes him anything but a rub- 
ber-stamp member of Congress. He does not hesitate to oppose 
other Administration measures not to his liking. It will be hard 
for the Republicans to sell the rubber-stamp charge as applied to 
men like Senator Lucas. There are, of course, any num- 
ber of others, both Democrats and Republicans, who fall in the 
same category—members of Congress who go along with the 
President on much of his program, but who reserve freedom of 
action on other parts. 

It so happened that about the time Senator Taft and National 
Chairman Gabrielson were shouting loudly about the President’s 
rubber-stamp aims two important primary elections were held. 
In Pennsylvania the GOP Old Guard took a severe trouncing 
from Republican voters who chose Governor Duff as their sena- 
torial candidate against the strong opposition of the ultra-con- 
servative Grundy machine. Duff, an outspoken liberal, won by a 
margin of almost three to one. 


; About the same time the Republicans of Ore- 
Tw o-to-One gon were voting on another outstanding liberal, 
Senator Wayne Morse. Opposed by a man who described himself 
a conservative of the Old Guard school and who fought out the 
campaign along those lines, Morse won by a margin approaching 
two to one. 

In both Pennsylvania and Oregon, two of the few States which 
Governor Thomas E. Dewey carried in the last election, an effort 
was made to raise the same issue which Senator Taft and Mr. 
Gabrielson are now shouting—the liberalism of Morse and Duff 
which is called socialistic. In Morse’s case, he was shown to have 
had a record of voting with the Administration 53 percent of the 
time. Hence he was a particular target of the Old Guard crowd. 

Looking at ‘the results of the Oregon and Pennsylvania elec- 
tions, it would appear the Republicans of the Taft school of con- 
servatism are not keeping too well abreast of the times. When 
progressives in the party can win top-heavy majorities as these 
two liberal candidates did it should give the party something to 
think about. 

It ought to arouse some slight suspicion in the minds of those 
who are dictating GOP strategy that something more than cries 
of socialism and freedom of the people from a rubber-stamp 
Congress will be needed to return the Republicans to power. Two 
primaries do not necessarily constitute a national trend, but it 
ought to be a warning to Senator Taft and Chairman Gabrielson 
that maybe they are off on the wrong foot.

THE PULSE OF THE PUBLIC 


Walton Protesteth 


Editor Constitution: In answer to your edito- 
rial of May 16, 1950, entitled “A Few Questions 
for Jesse Walton,” I again wish to point out to 
vou, even though I am well aware of the fact 
that I am wasting my time trying to convince a 
labor hater such as you are so well known to be, 
that Mr. Zimring has no connection whatsoever 
with the present negotiation between our Union 
and the Power Company. 

If you were the true champion of the people 
as you would like the public to believe, you 
would not have resorted to the low, cowardly 
tactics that you have and for which you are so 
well known. 

You were asked to attend a mass meeting of 
the members of our Union. You had rather at- 
tack these good, loyal native born citizens of At- 
lanta in your paper rather than attend a meeting 
of these workers and attack them face to face. 

Yes, Mr. Editor, you prefer to “hide” in your 
office and “smear” these good citizens who are 
fighting for their American rights. 

You asked a number of silly questions which 
have no bearing whatsoever on the situation as 
it affects us here in Atlanta. We never denied 
that Mr. Zimring is general counsel for our in- 
ternational office. We never denied that Mr. 
Zimring has been and is used in most arbitration 
cases of Amalgamated Unions. We never denied 
that the other fine gentlemen you named were 
associated with Mr. Zimring. We never denied 
that after last year’s strike, we consulted Mr. 
Zimring concerning the securing of a good and 
competent actuary to help us formulate a sound 
pension plan as per our agreement with the 
Power Company. As you know, the Power Com- 
pany secured an actuary in New York for their 
pension study. 

No, Mr. Editor, we never denied any of these 
things, rather we are very proud to admit they 
are true. As you probably know, the transit 
interests would like very much to have Mr. 
Zimring on their side rather than on the side of 
the transit company employees. Do you admit, 
Mr. Editor, that The Constitution is owned and 
controlled from the North and that you take dic- 
tation elsewhere other than Atlanta, and this 
Union runs its own affairs according to our laws 
set up by our international office? 

But these things are beside the point, the issue 
in question here in Atlanta is plainly that you 
have seen fit to charge that Mr. Zimring was the 
dictator behind the Atlanta strike and that In- 


.ternational Vice President Elliott and myself 


were acting under his orders, and that the At- 
lanta transit employees were forced to strike 
because they were afraid of us.

Look to Families 
For Moral Support 


Gather round, family, fhis col- 
umn is for all of you. If 
“Mom’s” periodic attempts at 
dieting are a big joke and the 
source of considerable amuse- 
ment, that is perhaps the very 
reason she cannot get her weight 
down to normal. 

To begin with, it is doubly 
hard for anyone who has to cook 
for a hungry bunch to keep from 
eating forbidden foods. And it 
is next to impossible when they 
refuse to take her reducing seri- 
ously, and make mealtime the 
occasion for good-natured teas- 
ing. 

Not only does this amused atti- 
tude lessen the importance of re- 
ducing in the mind of the dieter, 
but it also weakens her self- 
confidence. She begins to think 
that maybe she doesn’t really 
need to take off weight and that 
the doctor was more serious than 
he need be... and that she 
probably couldn’t stay with it 
anyway. 

Families sometimes make an- 
other mistake. Knowing full 
well how much Mom loves to 
eat certain foods, such as bis- 
cuits and gravy, out of mistaken 
kindness they urge her to eat 
and enjoy herself. ... “My good- 
ness, a little gravy won’t hurt 
you.” That attitude is almost as 
bad as the other. 

If someone would say encour- 
agingly, “You’re doing just fine” 

. and others would chime in 
with “Gee we're proud-of you, 
Mom” ... what an enormous 
help they could be. She would 
feel they were all pulling for 
her and that she must not let 
them down. 

When the entire family take 
Mom’s diet seriously and make 
a project of it, she not only suc- 
ceeds in getting down to healthy 
normal weight, but can actually 
enjoy doing it. Here is a letter 
from a Missourian that points 
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out, better than I can, what fam- 
ily co-operation accomplishes. 

“I think most people who try 
to reduce know what foods to 
eat and what not to eat. They 
need morale-building articles 
from you. And when there is a 
big family to cook for, they need 
a lot of encouragement from the 
family—not reminders that cer- 
tain foods are fattening, which 
only seems to make it tougher, 
but active co-operation. Being 
on time for dinner so the dieter 
won't feel compelled to nibble 
while waiting and waiting, and 
quietly helping out with the eve- 
ning chores, are such a big help. 

“When it is a struggle to get 
everyone to dinner on time and 
a constant pull to get the eve- 
ning chores done and the chil- 
dren to bed, it seems to make 
me very nervous and I take an- 
other nibble and ancther. Am 
I the only one who has this 
nervous habit? 

“After I explained to my fam- 
ily how they could best help, 
they pitched in and co-operated 

. and I lost 20 pounds of ex- 
cess weight.” 

Well, hurrah for that familv' 
According to statistics, they wil] 
keep their mother with them 
vears longer than they would if 
they had driven her to distrac- 
tion and to continued over- 
eating.

Mrs. Frances Y. Read has just 
returned from Washington 
where she was presented to 
Chief Justice Vinson and his 
associates by Senator Walter F. 
George -nd Congressman James 
C. Davis thereby attaining the 
highest rim on the'ladder of suc- 
cess reserved for modern day 
Portias. 

Her admittance into the law 
court of the United States is a 
long range act which was first 
suggested to her by Senator 
Walter F. George, a life long 
friend of her family in Vienna. 
Mrs. Read, as Frances Youmans, 
was a “sweet girl graduate” 
from the Vienna High School 
when Senator George suggested 
to her that she read law, adding 
that it was “the coming profes- 
sion for women.”
